belothro burt my felfe by playingroo much the foole; 
neither doe I rake this griefe for that my huzband was 
hanged, but for thathe was not hanged in acleane ſhirc : 
if his linnen had beene clcanly about him, his hangiog 
would neuer have grieued mee. | 

By this we may ſee, when wee finde a woman weeping, 
itis not (traight to be diſcerned from whence. her griete 
proceedeth.
